NAMING OF MORROW 
AS ENVOY 10 MEXICO 
OTRO SENATE FIGHT 


Contest Looms Against 
Morgan Partner as 
Ambassador. 


FIRM HAS INTERESTS 
IN NATION’S FINANCES 


Refunding of Country’s Bonds 
Involved $410,000,000; 
Varied Views Expressed.

By appointing his personal friend and 
former Amherst classmate, Dwight W. 
Morrow, of J. P. Morgan & Co., Am- 
bassador to Mexico, President Coolidge 
gave the country a distinct surprise 
yesterday and, incidentally, has set the 
stage for a battle royal in the Senate 
over Mr. Morrow’s confirmation. 

The announcement, made by the 
President himself, came in advance of 
any inkling that Mr. Morrow’s name 
had ever been under consideration, and 
the amazement of the White House re- 
porters was soon reflected to the Sen- 
ate Office Building, where senators who 
happened to be in Washington lost no 
time in flashing the news by wire to 
absent Democrats, insurgents and regu- 
lar Republicans. Comment was varied 
as to the merits of the appointment, 
and there were some senators, including 
Mr. Borah, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, who indicated pos- 
sible support for the nomination. But 
all agreed that Mr. Coolidge had in- 
evitably thrown down the gauntlet and 
prepared the stage for a senatorial bat- 
tle which would equal if not eclipse the 
fight waged against the administra- 
tion’s nomination of Charles Beecher 
Warren to be Attorney General. 

Experience Is Cited. 


Mr. Morrow’s personality, his many 
friendships here, his eminent qualifi- 
cations for high office and his wide ex- 
perience in Mexican affairs were all cited 
here, even by those who will take the 
lead in opposing his confirmation. But, 
on the other hand, the fact that he has 
been a leading partner in the house of 
Morgan while this firm has been and. 
now is directly interested in the Mexi- 
can governments’ finances to the extent 
of more than $410,000,000 has made Mr. 
Morrow the natural target for those sen- 
ators—especially insurgents and Demo- 
crats—who have been waging a relent- 
less battle against the influence of 
American capital in Latin-American af- 
fairs. 

From this angle, the appointment rep- 
resents the boldest sort of challenge 
which President Coolidge could have 
issued to the Senate of the United 
States. There is no doubt that Morgan 
& Co.’s interest in Mexican affairs over- 
Shadows the interests of all other pri- 
vate institutions and there is likewise 
no doubt that Mr. Morrow’s genius has 
had much to do with causing Mexico to 
rely upon Morgan & Co. for her financ- 
ial salvation.

FLOOD REPORT DUE DEC. 1 


President Coolidge made known def- 
initely yesterday that there will not 
be an extra session Of Congress. It 
has been indicated for some time that 
he would follow the advice of the ma- 
jority of leaders in Congress and not 
call an extra session. But yesterday 
he indicated that it was a closed ques- 
tion. 

Senate leaders assured the President 
that their body would be able to or- 
ganize and proceed with business as it 
came over from the House. Senators 
Smoot, of Utah, and Jones, of Wash- 
ington, thought there should be an 
extra session, but Senator Curtis, the 
majority leader, and Senator Borah saw 
no need for one. 

House Republican leaders were united 
in opposition to an extra session of that 
hody...And those having to do with 
the flood problem gave such reports as 
led the President to the belief that 
nothing could be accomplished before 
December 1 at the earliest. 

Majority Leader Tilson and Speaker 
Longworth have promised that flood 
relief and flood control legislation will 
be given preferred status. Preliminary 
reports will be made by Army engineers 
on the question of control before Con- 
gress meets, but committees will meet 
in advance of the session and make 
use of them. A complete and final re- 
port is expected to be ready about De- 
cember 1. 

On the question of flood relief Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover reported 
to the President that the situation 
could be handled until January 1 and 


at the end of that time there will be 
$1,000,000 on hand. In the meantime 
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Five Hurt in Blasts 
Laid to Blackhand 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 20 (A.P.).—Five 
persons were injured, one perhaps 
fatally, in two explosions here which 
police said they believed were the work 
of the blackhand. 

Four women were cut by flying glass 
and several families driven from their 
quarters early today when a blast par- 
tially wrecked a building at McKees- 
port, a suburb, in which B. Sayona 
conducted a fruit store. Damage was 
estimated at $10,000. 

The explosion of a bomb planted in 
his automobile, late last night blew Joe 
Drago, 35, of McKeesport, high into the

AT LEGION DINNER 


Americans Are Hosts to 


Doumergue; Drink to 
Wilson’s Memory. 


PEACE FLIERS HAILED 
AS UNITING NATIONS 
Session at Trocadero 


Thrilled by Oratory of 
Marshal Foch.

Paris, Sept. 20 (A.P.).—The American 
Legionnaires were hosts tonight to the 
President of the French Republic, M. 
Gaston Doumergue, at a banquet, at 
which were assembled almost all the 
great French leaders, civil as well as 
military, with whom the American Ex- 
peditionary Force cooperated in the war. 

Before the speeches began, the gath- 
ering of 400 Americans and French drank 
“to the memory of Woodrow Wilson, 
commander in chief of the American 
forces in the World War.”’ This act of 
homage was proposed by the toastmas- 
ter, Gen. Milton J. Foreman. 

National Commander Howard P. Sav- 
age was made a commander of the 
Legion of Honor at the conclusion of 
his tribute to France. President Dou- 
mergue himself fastened the collar and 
cross about Commander Savage's neck, 
and the commander, who is much taller 
than the French president, stooped far 
over to be kissed on both cheecks. 


Drinks to Coolidge. 


As Commander Savage ended his 
speech, M, Doumergue rose, saying: “I 
drink to a great citizen and a great 
statesman, President Coolidge.” 

When the applause ended, President 
Doumergue continued: “I wish to ad- 
dress a thought to the dead, and after 
the dead a thought to the living who 
have come to establish justice,” Turn- 
ing to Commander Savage, he said, “I 
create you, Commander Savage, com- 
mander of the Legion of Honor.” 

The Republican Guards Band played 
the “Star-Spangled Banner” and many 
of the immortals seated at the banquet 
board went out into the night to be 
greeted by the crowd who had long 
waited for a glimpse of them. 

In his speech Commander Savage de- 
clared that Lindbergh and Coli and 
Nungesser had linked the people of 


France and America perceptibly closer. 


“There was the same admiration and 
love in America for your heroes,” he 


said, “as you exhibited to Lindbergh at 


the completion of his gallant flight. 
Other great men have cemented the ties 
that have bound us since 1777 in our 
own battle for liberty.” 

Gen. Pershing found himself once 
more beside Marshal Foch. At every 
mention of either of their names by 
other speakers the entire gathering rose 
and cheered. Next to the American 
commander was also M. Painleve, 
French war minister, who today holds 
the same position as he did on the day 
Pershing came to France.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 20 (A.P.). 
The druggists of the Nation must 
become active in practical politics

MACKEY LEADS MOOR 
110 1 IN PRILADELPRA 


Independent, However, Polls 
Heavier Vote Than Had 
Been Expected. 


JERSEY CHANGE OPPOSED 


Philadelphia, Sept. 20 (A.P.).—With 
about 45 per cent of the votes in today’s 
primary election tabulated, Harry A. 
Mackey, Republican organization candi- 
date for mayor of Philadelphia, had a 
substantial majority over J. Hampton 
Moore, who was supported by indepen- 
dents seeking to overthrow the party 
leadership. 

Returns from 685 of the 1,517 divi- 
sions gave Mackey 112,101 and Moore 
56,051. Organization leaders predicted 
the nomination of Mackey by a major- 
ity of more than 100,000 votes. This was 
far below their preelection estimates. 

Judge John Monaghan, organization 
candidate for district attorney, was run- 
ning ahead of Mackey. In the same di- 
visions Monaghan received 114,255, 
against 49,023 for. Charles Edwin Fox, 
the incumbent, who ran independently. 

Because of the long ballot, the count 
of the vote was slow, but it showed 
that Mr. Moore apparently had polled a 
larger vote than the regular organiza- 
Mr. Moore ran 
strong in independent wards, accord- 
ing to early returns, while Mr. Mackey 
did not make any gains in the wards 
which usually cast a heavy regular Re- 
publican vote.

Montana Senator Held 
to Have Lost Support 
by 1924 Stand. 


BOOM FOR MEREDITH 
FINDS SCANT BACKING 


Drys Hesitate at Proposing 
Candidate to Oppose New 
York Governor.

Friends of Senator Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, believe he will think twice and 
probably more times before he will per- 
mit the use of his name to stop Al 
Smith. This does not concern any as- 
piratitons he may or may not have for 
the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent. It is quite probable he would 
like to have the honor come his way. 
But it is not believed he wants to be 
put out to “stop Smith.” 

There are sore spots in his native 
State today as a result of his anti- 
Smith work at the last convention. He 
was strongly for McAdoo. He voted, 
too, against the insertion in the Demo- 
cratic platform of the plank denounc- 
ing the Ku Klux Klan. 

Neither of these attitudes, it has de- 
veloped, did him any good in his own 
State despite the fact that he was sub- 
sequently reelected. He was opposed to 
Smith in 1924 because of the New York 
governor’s wetness. In so far as the 
religious question is concerned they are 
of the same faith. 


Dry Law Repealed. 


But the senator nevertheless stepped 
on the toes of both the Catholics and 
the wets of his State. He has subse- 
quently come to find that they are a 
force to be reckoned with. In fact, 
since 1924 the State has repealed its 
prohibition enforcement laws. 

There is a large foreign-born popula- 
tion in and around Butte, the largest 
city in Montana. It was this popula- 
tion that was largely responsible for the 
wet victory. If it is large enough to do 
this it is large enough to express un- 
friendliness toward men who step on 
its toes. 

Out in Montana they say no one now 
realizes this more than the senator 
himself, 

There’ is, for that matter, a strong 
sentiment for the New York governor 
in Montana. When this reporter was 
out there recently there was somewhat 
of a movement to give the State’s dele- 
gates to him. And there were those 
who said the senator was friendly to 
the movement. There were also those 
who said he was not. It means that 
the question is far from settled and 
that while Smith seemed to have a 
slight edge on the others the cleavage 
was by no means sharply defined. 

But conditions are such that it is 
not believed the senator would want 
to antagonize Smith supporters.

ANGORA IS FIRST STOP 


London, Sept. 20 
change Telegraph dispatch from Buda- 
pest reports that Capt. Otto Koennecke 
and his plane Germania passed over 
Budapest at 8:40 this evening, flying 
in an easterly direction. (Budapest is 
approximately 600 miles from Cologne, 
the starting place of the Germania on 


its flight to the United States by way | 


of the Orient.) 

Cologne, Germany, Sept. 20 (A.P.).— 
“The. Eveready to Start,” Capt. Otto 
Koennecke, as newspapers have been 
labeling him, took off in earnest this 
afternoon fof America by way of the 
Orient. 

He hopped off at 2:22 p. m. in his 
Caspar biplane, the Germania, 
two companions, after being balked for 
more than five weeks in his long pre- 
pared-for flight across the Atlantic by 
unfavorable weather. He now proposes 


to cheat this by attempting to reach | 


the goal from the other direction. 

His ambitious plan calls for making 
his first stop at, Angora, Turkey. If he 
succeeds in this it will be no mean 


performance in itself as it calls for a | 


nonstop flight of roughly 1,500 miles. 
After Angora, Koennecke will be guided 
by weather conditions. And how he 
proposes to make his way in his 


one-motored land plane to the barren | 
Aleutian Islands, from which he hopes | 


to reach San Francisco is not yet de- 
termined. 


The Koennecke hop-off has been so} 


often postponed and the final decision 
to start was so sudden that the Cologne 
Airdrome was almost deserted except 
for Lord Mayor Adenauer and some of- 
ficials. 

Johannes Hermann, the plane’s radio 
operator, was the first to climb into 
the machine. Capt. Koennecke and 
Count George Cedric Solms-Laubach, 
his financial backer, then bid fond 
adieu to their respective wives. 

The Germania, after circling the city 
as a farewell gesture, roared eastward 
with a following west wind. It was 
to follow the Danube, which would 
serve to mark the route toward Tur- 
key’s new capital. 

The total weight of the Germania at 
the take-off was 3,300 kilograms, which 
included 1,280 kilograms of gasoline and 
150 of oil. Provisions taken by the 
aviators include 1 quart each of coffee, 
beef tea and icé water, a bottle of 
brandy and sandwiches, bananas and 
pineapple, and their total weight is 10 
pounds.

The Class A entries, with St. Paul 
as their first day’s goal, were led 
by E. E. Ballough, of Chicago, and 
his 69-year-old veteran air passenger, 
Col. Charles V. Dickinson, who made 
the long hop from New York in nine 
hours and nine minutes; nineteen 
minutes ahead of the field. 


Nine of Fifteen Arrive. 


Nine of the fifteen starters in the 
'Class A derby reached St. Paul, their 
scheduled stop. One other was forged 
to stay all night in Chicago, another 
plane with the only woman passenger 
in the race, was down at Auburn, Ind., 
two others withdrew and two others 
| were wrecked, one causing two deaths. 
| In the Class B derby, the thrilling 
| race between Miller and Myers con- 
| tinued to hold most interest, the 
'two pilots fighting it out for first 
| position almost since the start of the 
| race. 

| Myers held the lead most of the first

He had left 
Cleveland at 1 p. m. and encountered 
strong head winds, he said, making him 
travel comparatively slow. His gas sup- 
ply was exhausted when he reached 
Chicago. He said he would spend the 
night here and resume the race early 
tomorrow. 


Two Killed in Crash. 


Long Valley, N. J., Sept. 20 (A.P.).— 
The New York-Spokane air derby ended 
in death here today for Richard Hud- 
son, of Marysville, Mich., and J. P. 
Radike, of St. Clair, Mich., pilot and 
mechanic of the airplane, which was 
the first to take off this morning from 
Roosevelt Field in the class A race. 

Their machine, a Buhl biplane, 
crashed from a height of about 350 
| fee* into a thickly wooded section of a 
‘farm 2 miles west of here. Farmers 
| who were watching eight of the derby 
| entrants winging their way west saw. 
Hudson’s plane falter, turn over and 
fall out of the formation, after the pilot 
apparently had righted it. 

Joseph Farley and William O’Dowd 
found the machine a half hour later, its 
nose buried in the ground and the 
fuselage jammed between the trunks 
of two trees. 


Dies in Hospital. 


Hudson still was breathing when he 
was dragged from the debris, but he 
died in an automobile en route to a 
Morristown hospital. To reach 
Radike’s body, axes were required to 
hack away part of the plane. 

Stewart Neighbor and his wife, who 
were milking their cows at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning, said the motor of the air- 
plane stopped while the pilot was head- 
ing for a clearing about 300 yards away, 
after the plane was first righted. 

“The engine stopped,” Neighbor told 
authorities, “then started, then stopped 
a second time, and then the plane 
went into a nose dive, disappearing be- 
hind the trees.”

Passing 
through safety zones accounted for the 
presence of 9 persons, bad lights and 
speeding accounting for 7 and 65.: re- 
spectively.

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 20.—Willie Jones, 
stabbed in the heart yesterday after- 
noon, was still living today, twenty 
hours after his heart had ceased beat- 
ing for ten minutes. According to 
physicians, he has a good chance to 
recover. Dr. Mallory S. Andrews, resi- 
dent physician at St. Vincent's Hospital, 
was called when Jones was taken to 
the hospital, presumably dead.

Paris, Sept: 20 (A.P.).—Leaving the 


and tumult of their conven- 
tion behind, thousands of American 
Legionnaires today reverently set out 
for the real pilgrimage of their visit 
They left for the battle- 
fields of Rheims, Lille and Verdun to 
visit the graves of their comrades in 
armis who fell in the great upheaval. 

At the Palais du Trocadero they had 
heard Gen. Pershing’- and Marshal Foch 
vaunt their heroic war deeds and later 
they solemnly placed a wreath at the 
tomb of Lafayette. Later they were 
the guests of President Doumergue, 
and still later enjoyed Marshal Foch’s 
hospitality’ at a garden party. All 
these events paved the way for the real 
purpose of their visit to France. 

They were here to look upon the lit- 
tle wooden crosses, standing row on 
row, in the former war-torn area where 
their brothers fought and fell. After 
all the preliminaries this heartfelt 
purpose was accomplished for some to- 
day. . The others will go later. 

The big parade of yesterday—which 
wiil go down in French history as a 
marvel of American organization and 
efficilency—had placed the visitors from 
overseas prominently before the popu- 
lation of Paris, but today brought the 
renewal of old acquaintances in towns, 
villages and hamlets in the hills they 
knew. in the war. 


Dinner Given Doumergue. 


The convention got down to business 
today and a large dinner tendered by 
the legion tonight in honor of Presi- 
dent Doumergue ended the official par- 
ties and receptions. 

The women, too, were free for a time 


today, but time was not a heavy bur- 
den on their hands. They had been 
looking longingly at the shops and to- 
day they descended upon them. 


Impatient to pay tribute to their dead |

Few Accidents Reported. 


Accidents have been inconsequential, 
first aid from the Red Cross or a police 
surgeon satisfying most calls. The oc- 
casional fights have usually resulted in 
fines of 5 or 10 francs. Most of the 
arguments with taxi chauffeurs over 
disputed bills have been misunder- 
standings resulting from an attempt to 
carry on a debate in two languages. 

The Red Cross has been called on to- 
day to supply first aid for many blis- 
tered feet, aftermath of yesterday’s big 
parade. Sixty cases of stomach trou- 
ble, mild but painful, have been treat- 
ed. One woman seeking treatment 
limped painfully into a Red Cross head- 
quarters and declared that she was in 
“pretty bad shape” after three ,miles 
but would have “finished on my hands 
and knees rather than fall out.” 

“More jack” is the text of 20 per cent 
of the cables filed at the two American 
Cable Co, offices at convention head- 
quarters. ‘“Pickpockets” is'the usual re- 
ply of the moneyless legionnaires when 
asked the cause of their shortage. How- 
ever, the high cost of living in France 
which has gone up nearly 700 per cent 
since the doughboys left in 1919 was 
held responsible for most of-the finan- 
cial stringency. Some of the visitors 
thought that they could throw francs 
around in 1927 as they did in 1918 but 
three days have been enough to con- 
vince them of the error of their ways.

President Cosgrave’s party has 
fourteen members more than it had 
at dissolution and has won by four 
votes the race with the De Valera Re- 
publicans for the honor of being the 
largest siugle party in the D@gil Eireann.

President Cosgrave, it is expected, 
can retain officg, but De Vallera will be 
a fermidable leader of the opposition. 

The government combination has a 
majority of six in the Dail, the final 
standing of the parties being: Govern- 
ment—Cosgrave party, 61; Independ- 
ents, 12; Farmers, 6; total, 79.

When the Dail 
meets October 11, after the election 
of the speaker the only business will 
be the election of the president, and 
adjournment will follow, after which 
the president will submit his list of 
ministers to the Dail for approval. It 
is generally agreed that Cosgrave will 
be reelected and that his present min- 
istry will stand virtually unchanged.

MARINE SLAIN IN FIGHT 
BY NICARAGUAN BANDITS 


Another Wounded in Attack 
by Salgado Band on Tel- 
paneca Garrison. 


20 OF RAIDERS ARE KILLED 


(Associated Press.) 

Another outbreak between roving 
bands of bandits and the American Ma- 
rines in Nicaragua was reported yester- 
day to the State Department, with Iin- 
dications that it was one of the most 


serious since the American occupation, 

Although neither the Marine Corps 
nor the Navy Department had received 
official information late yesterday of 
the battle, dispatches arriving through 
diplomatic channels declared that one 
Marine and one Nicaraguan national 
guardsman had been killed and another 
Marine wounded. The bandit losses 
were placed at 20 killed and 50 injured. 

The engagement started, the dispatch 
said, when about 140 members of the 
Salgado band, well armed with rifles, 
machine guns and bombs, descended 
on the garrison of Telpaneca at 1 a, m. 
yesterday and continued the attack for 
four hours before they withdrew. 

During the fight hand bombs and 
dynamite bombs were used freely by 
the bandits, while the newly organized 
Nicaraguan national guard, cooperat- 
ing with the Marines, was described by 
the officer in command as putting up 
“a splendid fight as on other occa- 
sions.”

The final element which, no doubt, deter- 
mined President Coolidge in making the ap- 
pointment, is that in Mr. Morrow he will have 
a@ personal representative above and beyond 
the customary acceptance of such a relation- 
ship between the Chief Executive and the Na- 
tion’s diplomatic representatives. The associa- 
tion between the two men dates back over a 
long period of years. It was not interrupted 
but rether strengthened by Mr. Coolidge’s ad- 
vancement in the political life of the-Nation. 
There already exists between the two men a 
thorough understanding of what they seek to 
accomplish. In Mr. Morrow the President will 
have an interpreter of the administration’s 
aims and desires, who will be able to supple- 
ment diplomacy with practical knowledge and 
experience. A nation accustomed to more 
limited capabilities in its public servants may 
find the appointment odd. If it brings order 
and good feeling into the relations between 
the United States and Mexico, the oddity of it 
may well be forgiven and forgotten.

NO EXTRA SESSION. 


Congress will not be called in extra session. 
Pfesident Coolidge has announced that in his 
opinion no necessity exists for such a meeting. 
The decision follows the advice given the 
President by his party leaders in Congress. 
Senator Charles Curtis and Representative 
John Q. Tilson both assured Mr. Coolidge that 
Congress would have ample time to transact 


its business between the first week in Decem- 
ber and the hour of adjournment. The re- 
sponsibility has been passed to them and the 
other members of the Republican party in 
Congress. 

The country certainly will look to Congress 
for a record of accomplishment. There is, it is 
apparent, much to be done. There are contro- 
versial questions which may, through the me- 
dium of dilatory and obstructive tactics, occupy 
a great deal of time. There are matters of 
extreme importance which must be carried to 
a determination. The former should not be 
allowed to interfere with the latter. The 
quality of Republican leadership will be thor- 
oughly tested. The judgment which the Nation 
will render in 1928 will be shaped to a large 
extent by what Congress does between Decem- 
ber and June. 

One factor, which was minimized by the 
congressional leaders, was emphasized by the 
President, coincident with his decision aot to 
assemble Congress in advance of the aiatutory 
date. Mr. Coolidge said that the report of 
the Army engineers dealing with the problem 
of flood control would not be ready before 
December. Senator Curtis and Representative 
Tilson have talked only of flood relief. The 
distinction is great. lLegislation designed to 
prevent a recurrence of last year’s disastrous 
floods can not be considered lightly or passed 
hurriedly. The affected area insists that the 
problem be made a Federal one. There is 
reason to believe that the President and his 
cabinet share to a great extent in this opinion. 
Congress must give much time to considera- 
tion and study of the problem. 

The constitutional rights of William S. Vare 
and Frank L. Smith must be determined. The 
problem of farm relief must be faced. Tax 
reduction must be approached in a manner 
equitable to the taxpayer and helpful to the 
finances of the Government. The national 
defense of the country must be viewed and 
redrawn in the light of the failure at Geneva. 
These are only the major problems. They, of 
themselves, constitute a legislative program 
calculated to require many hours of congres- 
sional labor. Manifestly there will be other 
matters to be considered, some, no doubt, of 
equal or greater importance. The optimism 
of the Senate and House leaders gives promise 
that the Seventieth Congress is to be a work- 
ing body. It will need to be if the expecta- 
tions of the country are to be fulfilled. 


PERSIA’S FINANCIAL RECOVERY. 


Five years ago Dr. A. C. Millspaugh, of this 
city, accepted a call to Persia to attempt to 
rehabilitate the finances of that country. He 
found conditions about as bad as they could 
possibly be. The treasury was bankrupt, 
Salaries of civil and military employes were 
months in arrears, the people would not pay 
their taxes and financial ruin appeared Inevita- 
ble. Business conditions were as bad as af- 
fairs of government and confidence had com- 
pletely departed in all branches of commerce. 

Those knowing of the existing state of af- 
fairs at the time of Dr. Millspaugh’s arrival in 
Teheran predicted that he would throw up his 
contract within six months and would return 
in disgust. But at the close of the period 
covered by his contract Dr. Millspaugh has re- 
turned to the United States and reports to the 
State Department that Persia is on a sound 
financial basis; that the annual deficit has 
been converted into a substantial surplus and 
that expenditures in every department, except 
the ministry of war, have been placed upon a 
budget basis. 

A national bank with a substantial capital} 
has been organized, financed largely from the 
proceeds of the sale of the crown jewels, which 
will result in modernizing the commercial 
transactions of the country and serve to restore 
confidence in its institutions. However, Dr. 
Millspaugh will not return to Teheran owing to 
the unwillingness of the Persian government 
to follow his advice in the matter of disputes, 
which might arise in the future between his 
Office and that of the minister of finance. 

In following the suggestions of Gen. Dawes 
the European financial system has been placed 
On a sound basis. Through the efforts of 
American advisers the finances of Santo Domin- 
so have been standardized, while Haiti, likewise 
through American aid, has reestablished its 
credit. Now it appears that one of the most 
ancient of the nations of the East has, through 
the expert advice of another American, re- 
gained the confidence of the commercial world 
and is at last on the road to financial stability. 


DEMOCRATIC POLITICS. 


Evidence of the fact that opposition to Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith within the Democratie party 
will not be allowed to languish because of the 
retirement of William G. McAdoo from the list 
of candidates was not slow in coming to hand. 
E. T. Meredith, former Secretary of Agriculture 
and himself a figure of some pretension among 
the Democratic presidential possibilities, yes- 
terday threw down the gage of battle. The 
Midwestern leader suggested a meeting of 
the “‘dry progressive’’ members of his party 
within 30 days to plan the anti-Smith cam- 
paign. He issued no call himself, probably 
because he did: not wish to remove his own 
name from among those who might be chosen 
the standard bearer, 

The Meredith call is plain answer .to those 
Democrats who welcomed the renunciation of 
McAdoo and looked hopefully toward New 
York for a similar step on the part of Goy. 
Smith. A faction still exists within the party 
which is umwilling to bury the feud of 1924. 
It may be becoming somewhat alarmed, as 
the statement of Mr. Meredith that these who 
believe him must act within 30 days or give 
the nomination to Gov. Smith “by default” 
would indicate. It still has life and the ele- 
ments of trouble: It disputes the efforts to- 
.ward harmony on which so much time has been 


devoted by those who wish to present a united | 


front against their political enemies in 1928.

He is now ready to Jay the scheme before all 
the traffic officers of the State, and hopes that 
as a result of the conference, New Jersey may 
take the lead in the much-talked-of uniform 
traffic control system. 

The fact that the lack of uniformity in 
traffic signals and regulations is a constant 
source of annoyance and danger to motorists 
can not be denied. Daily, drivers of automo- 
biles bearing license plates of other States may 
be seea Violating minor local regulations here, 
endangering thereby not only themselves, but 
also all other motorists who happen to be in 
the vicinity. There is’ nothing premeditated 
about such violations, for the operators are 
obeying signals: as they are in the habit of 
doing them in their home jurisdictions. They 
have no way of knowing that the system’ in 
use in Washington differs radically from that 
to which they have become accustomed. 

If New Jersey traffic authorities can work 
out a uniform State-wide system, there is no 
reason to believe that a uniform Nation-wide 
system can not be evolved. That New Jersey 
has found a uniform scheme to be desirable, is 
proof enough that a Nation-wide code would be 
equally desirable. Various agencies and or- 
ganizations are working toward this end at 
the present time, and it is to be hoped that 
their efforts will soon begin to bear fruit. 


AMBIGUITY IN 


It would be difficult to name any act of 
Congress, designed for one specific purpose, 
which has required so much interpretation as 
the so-called harbor workers and stevedores 
compensation’ act. Although this law is still 
a legal infant, not one year having passed since 
its enactment, it has already required no fewer 
than seven interpretative opinions from the 
legal advisers of the Employes Compensation 
Commission. The latest opinion rules that 
men employed as stevedores on the Great Lakes 
are not stevedores in the meaning of the act, 
if they are carried from place to place on the 
vessels which they are employed to unload. 
They are regarded as members of the crew and 
members of a crew are by the act itself specifi- 
cally exempted from its provisions or benefits. 

It might be considered by the layman that 
the distinction between the traveling longshore- 
man and the permanently located member of 
the craft is too fine to be understood by any 
other than a Philadelphia lawyer. One has 
only to remember that Congress is proverbially 
lax in the matter of carrying out its intentions, 
through well considered framing operations 
when building legislation, to understand why 
the Compensation Commission is confronted 
with so many problems of this character. It 
is quite likely, too, that a dozen or more “‘opin- 
ions’”’ will be required from the commission be- 
fore the longshoreman’s compensation act can

THE VILLAGE BLACKSMITH, 

There are in the United States today some 
70,000 blacksmiths, Contrary to the general 
beliefy according to a spokesman for the Mas- 
ter Horseshoers and Blacksmiths Associatiun, 
the delegate body of which is now in session in 
New York City, the advent of the automobile 
did not drive the village smithy out of exist- 
ence. Some of them, it is admitted, have given 
up their trade, but the far-seeing ones recon- 
ciled themselves to the new order and made 
automobile repairing into one of their side 
lines, 

It seems rather a pity to take issue with a 
group of individuals whose chief interest, 
naturally, lies in trying to keep alive a dying 
art and tradition, yet, after all, what are 
70,000 blacksmiths in a country as large as 
this, and of the 70,000 how many are really 
what their title implies? The automobile has 
not done and probably never will do away with 
the horse, and it will not be doubted that a 
few old-school blacksmiths still ply their trade 
and will continue to be needed in the future. 
Yet most of them no longer shoe horses, nor 
gain their living through the welding of wheel 
rims, broken plow shares or tackle chains, 
Today’s blacksmith has become an automobile 
mechanic. His forge and bellows are called 
into play but rarely. Now and then he welds 
a broken part, but as a rule he merely installs 
a new part made in a factory and withdrawn 
from the storeroom when needed, 

The few genuine blacksmiths who still ply 
their trade have plenty of work to keep them 
busy, not because there is more work than 
formerly but because there are fewer smithies, 
But the village blacksmith, once as common as 
the village cobbler, has passed from the Ameri- 
can picture. 


REVERSED JUDGMENT. 


Late in August the Comptroller General ren- 
dered a decision to the effect that Federal 
financial aid could not be further extended to 
States which owe Uncle Sam money. Tennes- 
see, North Carolina, Lousiana and Montana 
were affected, although the chief sufferer was 
Tennessee, which owed money to the Federal 
Treasury on the so-called Indian bonds, issued 
75 years ago as security for advances to pro- 
vide for defense during the Indian wars. The 
particular ruling’ was made in regard to a 
$6,000 Federal contribution to child welfare 
and maternity work in Tennessee. 

The decision was immediately attacked upon 
the ground that States cooperating with the 
Federal Government in child welfare and other 
similar work were not receiving financial 
assistance for themselves or their governmen:, 
but were merely acting as trustees of Federal 
money to be expended for a Federal purpose.

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BABY PUZZLE LEADS 
TO ROGPITAL TESTS 
BY 3 MEDICAL MEN 


Sam Smith and His Wife to 
Reject Girl Unless She Is 
Proved Theirs. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. 20 (A.P.).— 
“That baby girl can remain at the hos- 
pital forever, as far as my wife and I 
are concerned, for I won't take it unless 


doctors can prove conclusively that it 
is my wife’s child,” Sam Smith, father 
of the chief figure in Cleveland’s “baby 
puzzle” case, firmly said today. 

Mrs. Smith reiterated her refusal to 
leave Fairview Park Hospital today un- 
til she is convinced that the child she 
nurses is the one to which she gave 
birth August 22. She continued to 
maintain that hospital officials partici- 
pated in a shuffle of babies, giving her 
a baby girl a week after she had been 
told a baby boy had been born to her. 

Although they agreed in a confer- 
ence with Judge Carl Weygant, of 
Common Pleas Court, that medical sci- 
ence could not conclusively prove the 


parentage of the child, three doctors | 
went to the hospital tonight to make} 


tests of the child’s and mother’s blood 


and examine their physical character- 
istics. 
Dr. W. B. Glendinning and Dr. T. 


Wingate Todd, noted anthropologist, 
were to make examinations of bones, 
facial and bodily characteristics of the 
mother and child, while Dr. Clyde L. 
Cummer was to make a blood test. 
They were not to make public their 
findings until they were called for 
testimony when the case is resumed in 
court Thursday. 

Philip Vollmer, jr., superintendent 
of the hospital, insisted today that Miss 
Ruth Meyer, nurse attending Mrs. 
Smith, just returned from a vacation, 
could offer testimony at Thursday's 
hearing proving that the baby girl Mrs. 
Smith now nurses ts her own. He told 
Luther Day, counsel for the hospital, 
that Miss Meyer said she knew the 
child was a girl since birth, but that 
in confusion she told Dr. J. A. 
Reutenik, attending physician, it was 
a boy. 

“Miss Meyer accepts full responsi- 
bility for misinforming the doctor and 
other nurses as to the sex of the child,” 
Supt. Vollmer said. 

Charles F. McConnell, attorney for 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith, said today that 
he will not be fully satisfied with Miss 
Meyer's account of the error unless the 
erasures and allocations of the birth 
record of the Smith baby are explained. 

The record shows that the sex of the 
baby first was designated as “male,” 
but the letters “fe” were prefixed in a 
different handwriting. 

Vollmer said Miss Meyer was ques- 
tioned as to whether she filled in the 
record of the birth, but that she cad 
not and could not remember who did. 
She knows nothing about the changes 
made in the record, the superintendent 
said. 

Miss Meyer was quoted at Detroit 
last week as saying that she “didn’t

“Unless doctors can prove that the 
girl is our child, my wife will continue 
to refuse to take it into our home,” 
Smith insisted. 


RELIEF TRAIN HALTED 
BY MEXICAN FLOODS 


Mexico City, Sept. 20 (A.P.),— 
Thousands of hungry and homeless 
sufferers in the flooded Lerma River 
Valley remain huddled on hills, high 
land and the tops of house still stand- 
ing, while the relief train sent by the 
Mexican government has not been able 
to reach them. The whole valley of 
the Lerma River resembes a huge lake. 

The relief train, after passing Quere- 


taro groped its way as far as possible 
until further progress was impossible 
because of torrents sweeping over the 
roadbed. Unless the waters subside it 
is planned to unload the supplies into 
boats and to attempt to reach in that 
manner the cities of Acambaro, Sala- 
manca, Salvatierra. 

Dispatches from El Oro assert that 
the flood extends over an area of 124 
miles wide in parts of the Lerma Val- 
ley. While only six deaths have been 
reported there is much fear of a greater 
toll, as exposure and hunger among the 
refugees may cause fatalities.

WOMEN ARE SICKLIER THAN MEN. 


\ , OMEN are sicklier than men, ac- 


cording to a study made by the 
United States Public Health 
Service at Hagerstown, Md. 

This is not true of children under 10 
years of age, but it is true of all other 
age periods. The greatest disproportion 
is in the group 30 to 35 years of age, 
where women have a sickness rate that 
is more than twice that of men of the 
Same age period. The disproportion ap- 
proaches 2 to 1 in all age groups be- 
tween 20 and 65. And employers must 
expect that disproportion among their 
employes. Even the school teachers in 
the higher grades of the grammar 
school, in the high schools and colleges 
must expect their girls to be absent 
from classes at a disproportionate rate 
because of sickness. 


Women have more colds, sore throats 
and coughs than men do. 


Similar studies made in several other 
places by several other investigators 
have shown the same results. What are 
the women going to do about it? The 


work, from home duties and from schoo] 
in this study were trivial illnesses, in 
the main. The death rate of women is 
less than that of men. Their serious 
illness rate islower. It is in minor dis- 
orders such as colds, sore throats, 
coughs, headache, constipation, back- 
ache, cramps and disorders of that level 
that they make such a bad showing. 
These can be overcome and their sick- 
ness rate from them can be brought 
to a level below that of men sick from 
minor disorders. Women have shown 
their ability to overcome handicaps. 


In her “Personal Hygiene for Women” 
Dr. Clelia Mosher tells us that the 
stature of women has increased several 
inches in recent years. This is be- 
cause women lead more active lives, 
work more, play tennis and golf, ride 
horseback, hike and swim. By what

have added several cubits to their 
stature.

Swim- 
ming instructors tell us that women 
learn swimming and floating easier 
than men. Women are making good 
as channel swimmers. They will yet 
Cqual men in other athletic sports. 

If women could accomplish all this 
in a health way we can expect them to 
pull their sickness rate down.

$3 GIVEN ON COMMON 


New York, Sept. 20 (A.P.).—The 
annual dividend rate on the common 
and class B stocks of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Petroleum & Transport Co. was 
reduced from $6 to $4 a share today 
when directors declared #@ quarterly 
dividend of $1 a share on each of the 
stocks. 

Each of the stocks has a par value 
of #50 a share, making the new divi- 
dend rate on the basis of $8 annually 
against $12 previously. Both payments 
are due October 20 to stockholders of 
record September 30. The deduction is 
smaller than had been expected in 
some speculative quarters, where pre- 
dictions were made that the $6 an- 
nual rate would be cut in half. 

A cash distribution of $75 a share 
also was declared by the Mexican 
Petroleum Co., Ltd., on the common 
stock, out of surplus in addition to 
the regular quarterly dividends of $3 
on the common and $2 on the pre- 
ferred, payable October 20.

Commissioners Ask for 1929 
$1,082,300 More Than 
Bureau Sanctioned. 


CITY NEEDS MONEY, 
AUDITOR DECLARES 


Bupplementary Appropriation 
of $2,561,036 Also Are 
Being Sought. 


The revised estimates for the 1929 
District budget, as submitted last week 
to the Bureau of the Budget, amounted 
to $1,082,300 more than the $38,304,474 
to which the bureau instructed the 
Commissionera to pare the tentative 
estimates. This was revealed yesterday 
when Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District 
auditor, sent his letter of transmittal 
te the bureau.

Money Declared Necessary. 


“The Commissioners gave the most 
painstaking study to every item repre- 
sented in this sum and in their judg- 
ment they all constitute necessary needs 
of the municipal establishment and 
should be appropriated for in the fiscal 
year 1929. 

“Furthermore this total is computed 
upon the basis of continuing’ during 
that fiscal year the present tax rate of 
$1.70 which the Commissioners believe 
will, with other funds collected, and 
the contribution of $9,000,000 by the 
United States, raise the approximate 
sum of $43,500,000.” 

The tentative estimates for the 1929 
budget were $41,969,297, so that it has 
been increased thus far by the budget 
making process instead of being scaled 
down.

Jury Blames Nurse 
In Death of Infant 


A coroner’s jury held the death on 
September 18 of the 3-week-old baby 
of George C. and Carry Newby, colored, 
1427 W street northwest, due to the 
negligence of a nurse at Freedmen’'s 
Hospital, where, it was testified, the 
child was burned by hot water while 
the nurse was assisting other patients. 

The negligence was not criminal, 
however, the jury decided. The acci- 
dent took place on September 4 when 
Florence /tkins, a night nurse, placed 
the baby on a washboard while she 
went to attend other patients, accord- 
ing to the testimony presented. When 
she returned the child had wriggled 
into the wash basin, where a stream of 
hot water was running. The autopsy 
performed by Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, 
assistant coroner, indicated that death 
was due to burns and pneumonia. 


Home For the Aged 
Seeks New Building 


A plea for a new and larger building 
was made in the annual report of the 
District Home for the Aged and In- 
firm, made public yesterday. There were 
371 inmates last June. 

“Our little hospital is overcrowded, 
necessitating the care of many patients 
in the wards who ought to be under 
immediate care of nurses and doctors,” 
Said the report. “It may be just the 
compounding of sickness and misery 
&$ our population increases that makes 
it seem as though the recent admissions 
were more helpless, wretched and mis- 
erable than formerly, but as we look 
Over our people the aspect is one of a 
big hospital for very old people.” 


Board Membership Sought. 


Two new members were elected to 
the membership committee of the 
Washington Board of Trade at a meet- 
ing held yesterday afternoon.

TUITION FOR DEAF STANDS 


All bids for the erection of the Gar- 
nett-Thomp7‘on Junior High School 
at Vermont avenue, Tenth, U and V 
streets northwest, were rejected yester- 
day by the Board of District Commis- 
sioners and it was decided to ask Con- 
gress for an urgent deficiency appro- 
priation large enough to permit con- 
struction’ of the project. 
The bids were taken last week. Prices 
quoted on the entire school ranged well 
over $500,000, whereas the unobligated 
balance of the appropriation is $465,- 
000. Alternate proposals were solicited 
and received, however, to permit the 
major portion of the work to be done 
within the appropriation. The Com- 
missioners decided not to use the al- 
ternate proposals. 
The Commissioners reversed the 
school authorities in an attempted re- 
vision of the financial relations be- 
tween the Board of Education and the 
special schools for instruction of the 
deaf and blind. 
Heretofore the District has paid for 
the tuition of each child in these in- 
stitutions on a quarterly Dasis, the 
school receiving a full quarter’s tuition 
whether or not the child attended 
throughout the term. Maj. Raymond 
O. Wilmarth, business manager of the 
school system, sought to have the plan 
changed this year to a per diem basis. 
Dr. Percival Hall, president of the 
Columbia Institute for the Deaf, and 
John F. Bledsoe, superintendent of the 
Maryland School for the Blind, ap- 
peared before the Commissioners and 
argued for the old quarterly basis and 
the Commissioners sustained them. 
Congress appropriates annually a total 
of 842,000 for the tuition of the chil- 
dren in question. 


COMMISSION TO HEAR 
DETACHED ZONE PLAN 


Hearing Ordered on Proposal 
to Divide Presented a 
Restricted Area. 


The Zoning Commission yesterdey 
voted to submit to public hearing at 
its October meeting the question of 


dividing present A restricted residen- 
tial area and creating a new zone to 
be known as “A detached” area. In A 
detached area, if the proposed amend- 
ment to the code is adopted, none but 
detached, single-family residences, each 
with two side yards, will be permitted. 
In A restricted area detached, semide- 
tached and community houses will be 
permitted, as at present. 

If the amendment is not adopted, 
community and semidetached houses 
may not be erected in A restricted area 
on building permits issued after De- 
cember 3l.

Total Enrollment of 65,871 
ls 1,809 More Than That 
of Year Ago. 


SUBURBAN SECTIONS 
SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Attendance Falls Off Among 
Institutions Located Near 
Business District. 


The enroliment in public schools in- 
creased another 3,152 yesterday, bring- 
ing the total enrollment up to 65,871, 
which is a considerable advance over 
all previous second-day enrollments. 

The proportion likewise increased. 
On the first day the enrollment repre- 
sented an increase of 1,405 over the 
first day of the previous year. Yester- 
day the enrollment was 1,809 more 
than the second day’s enrollment last 

ear. 

. The enrollment at Eastern, which 
has increased more than the enroll- 
ment of any other high school, reached, 
1,858 yesterday, which is 189 more than 
on the second day last year. Yester- 
day the enrollment at Eastern was 205 
more than for the first day last year, 
so the proportion has dropped. But 
the increase at Eastern is explained. 
Whereas junior high schools have 
taken first year pupils from other high 
schools, no junior high schools have 
invaded the first-year ranks of Eastern, 
since Stuart Junior High School does 
not have ninth-year students. It is 
interesting to mote that all high 
schools, with the exception of McKin- 
ley, show an increase despite the in- 
vasion by junior high schools of the 
first-year ranks. 


Increases at High Schools. 


The enrollment at Central High 
School reached 2,605 yesterday, which is 
only 51 more than for the second day 
last year. The enrollment at Western 
High School yesterday was 1,319, an in- 
crease of 170 over the second day last 
year. The increase at Eastern has 
brought the enroilment about the ca- 
pacity of 1,800. That is interesting, be- 
cause Eastern only a short time ago 
had ample room, when it was erected to 
supersede Hine Junior High School, 
which was then Eastern High School, 
and which this year has at its disposal 
an eight-room addition to relieve con- 
gestion that has developed since it 
has been a junior high school. The in- 
crease at Central aggravates the condi- 
tion there, which has brought the 
double shift. 


Suburban Sections Gain. 


The normal schools picked up yes- 
terday. The enrollment was lagging 
only 112 behind the second day last 
year in the Wilson and Miner Normal 
Schools, whereas the first day’s enroll- 
ment was 171 less than last year. 

In the graded schools there is a 
marked increase in enrollment in the 
suburban sections, and marked decline 
in the business section of the city. The 
enrollment in divisions two, four and 
eight declined 388 from last year. 

The Board of Education will meet to- 
day to pass upon routine matters for 
the most part. 


City Heads Ask Court 
To Dismiss Taxi Suit 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day filed in Equity Court a motion to 
dismiss the injunction bill of the Inde- 
pendent Taxi Owners Association which 
is seeking to prevent arrests of its 
members on charges of parking cabs at 
places other than cab stands. 

The Commissioners contend that the 
association should wait until the mem- 
bers are arrested and then seek relief 
in the Police Court. A court < equity 
can not prevent the enforcement of the 
police regulation which designates pub- 
lic cab stands, according to the Com- 
missioners. The matter will come be- 
fore the court on September 26.
